paironp, and old Adams conniy my birth- 
place, I will drop you a few lines in regard to 
tbe tiracp, cropa and markets here, which if 
you think proper, you may publish in your 
valuable paper. 
I have been a resident of 


this State six years, and can only speak of 
it for that length of lime. 
It has beun very 


healthy, there being very little ague which 
generally prevails in nea countries: our 
Doctor bill bas not exceeded 820 in tba 
past six years. 
The face of the country 


here is rolling prairie, well adapted for grain 
of all kinds, and grass grows in abundanca 
(timothy and clover). 
There are »tso ex- 


cellent groves of Timber, which afford us 
plenty of fuel and ssw timber, also posts 
for fencing. 
The improvements are mostly 


frame 1J story bouses. 
Tbe fencing that 


is done now is generally pine boards, and 
oak or cedar posts, three or four boards- 
hoes and bhcep not being free commoners. 
Wheat and corn are the principal grain we 
raise for m\e. Tbe crops' here this season 
are not an average one; wheat will not 
reach a half-crop, say from 10 to 15 bush- 
els per acre, and a great many did not cut 
their wheat. 
Barley and Oats is also poor, 


yielding about 20 bushels per acre. 
Corn 


s doing well, and if frost does not hurt it, 
't will be a good crop. 
Potatoes are not as 


^ood as usual; tbe grass crop is abundant. 
Tbe markets are much better than last sea- 
son—Wheat No 1, 85 to 90 cts.: No.

Sbeep also 
do well. The winters here are somewhat 
cold, the mercury falling lf> to 28CT below- 
zero; this doas not occur often, however ^ 
the summers are pleasant.

getting better; aierchants and tradesmen 
are doing more business than they did six; 
months or a year ago. 
Wage* for hired 


bands is from S12 to S16 per month, or 75- 
cts. to SI 00 per day; through harvest 
51 25 to SI 50 per day. 
Tbe forms hcro- 


generally contain from 80 to 160 acres of 
prairie, and say from 5 to 20 acres of tim- 
ber ; some have to haul their limber from S 
to 5 miles, and occasionally some have fur- 
her.

ron ; of manufactured iron, 227,837 tons.

l,3fcG,U07 tons, a fact in itself which, to * 
great extent, accounts for the unusually 
small demand from England. 
The iron 


manufactured in tbe States, in 1856, 
was 


as much as it was in England 35 years ago. 
In Pennsylvania alone, there are employed 
40,000 persons, taki-.g the furnaces, mills, 
and forges.'—Philadelphia Ledyer.
